WHEREAS the Calgary Power 
Company, Limited is a Corporation 
duly incorporated under the laws of 
the Dominion of Canada and 
operates an hydro-electric power 
system in the Province of Alberta as 
a licensee of Dominion water powers 
by virtue of licenses granted to it 
hy the Minister of the Interior of 
Canada pursuant to and subject to 
the provisions of the Dominion 
Water Power Act, being Chapter 210 
of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
1927, and (or) the Dominion Lands

HANDLING THE SHORT GRAIN 
CROP” 


The short strawed crop found at 
many points in the Province this 
year has brought many farmers face 
to face with the problem of how best 
to save the crop they have. They 
are anxious to save what feed they 
ind also to secure every possible 
bushel of grain and that without 
undue expenditure for equipment 
which may be of little use in average

As a result of this condition active 
steps are being taken by the Al 
berta Department of Agriculture to

three are employed. The front and 


rear sides of the extension are built 


similar to the original elevator, The 
drive is from the upper rollers of 
the extended clevator. This drive 
is secured by bolting to the upper 
front end of the extended elevator 
another gear assembly like the one 
on the upper front of the 
elevator. The two gear assemblies 
are connected by a square rod with 
4 universal joint at each end. It 
will be found necessary in the upper 
frear assembly to key the front end 
of lower elevator roller shaft to the 
gear otherwise the gear would un 
screw from the roller shaft, as the 
strain is reversed on the threads 
This may be done by drilling a hole 
into roller shaft and half into gear 
Tap the hole, and serew in a bolt 
for a key. The lower end of the 
extension elevator is hinged on one 
Jolt at each side to permit of flexi- 
bility in up and down motion. The 
extension elevator suspended in 
proper position by means of a rod 
attached to a ball at the upper end. 
The rod extends from the hole to the 
platform frames behind the grain 
wheel.

It is an advantage to increase the 
speed of the canvas to insure more 
effective delivery of the grain, This 
is effected by wrapping the driving 
rollers with one thickness of narrow 
belting and by putting on a speed 
sprocket, which can be secured from 
the various machine companies. In 
order to brush the heads on to the 
platform canvas more effectively 
and keep the guards clear the reel 
slats should be widened abgut three 
inches by nailing on them some 
flexible material such as linoleum 
or very heavy canvas. A more dur- 
able arrangement is to hinge another 
reel slat to each regular one by 
means of three narrow strips of belt- 
ing. For windy weather a canvas 
hood may be attached over the upper 
end of the elevator.
